Your Majeſty fac by powering in Oy/ and Balm,be- 
gan an Unfon and Coalition of the Parts. An Hmion at 
leaſt in the concerns of the Nation, tho' not (as ve de- 
fire) an Unity in Religion. Yet ſo much of Religion too, 
as tO be at Peace with One Another. 

And your Majeſty is now, by your Majefties giving 
Warmth and Figour to thele deſires, making the whole 
Nation Witneſſes of the Sinerity of your Proceedings, . 
as well as that of your Piety, Prudence, and moſt won- 
derful Example, in all Vistue, becoming either a Prince, 
or even a Private Perſon, VVe hope your Subjects will
